County’s Little
Volstead Act Is
"Repealed Mon.

Superviéors Draft Regulatory
Ordinance In Its
Place

Los Angeles county's liquor reg-
ulation ordinance, to apply in un-
incorporated territory, was being
drafted this week by the county
counsel, following adoption of an
ordinance to repeal the county’s
“Jittle Volstead"” law on Monday.

Adoption of the regulatory ardiy
nance did not-take place coinei-
dent  with the repeal ordinance,
bLecause the repeal will not becorhe
effective until April 27, and the
regulatory  ordinance may be
adopted with an emergency clause
any time within the 30 days,
making the latter ordinance effec-
tive at once, it was explained.

With repeal of the county ordi-
nance, Torrance and other incor-
poérated cities had the liquor issue
brought to their very doorsteps. It
is conceded that Los Angeles city’'s
Gandier ordinance will be wiped
off the books by the “wet” pro-
ponents, engaged In waging a
fight against it by petitions.

With liquor landed at Los An-
geles harbor and permitted to be
transported to and sold at . any
point within the vast Los Angeles
city limits, and with the restric-
tions likewise removed in unin-
corporated territory, there re-
mained only the other 43 incor-
porated cities scattered through-
out the county as ‘dry” spots.

Supervisor Hugh A. Thatcher of
the First (southeastern) district of
the county was the only one to
vote against repeal of the “Little
Volstead Act.” The motion for its
adoption was made by Supervisor
Roger W. Jessup of the Fifth
(great northwest) district, after he
had told the assemblage of “drys”

present that “just as many wets
could be rounded up” and that
repeal of the ordinance by the
supervisors would save a special
election that would cost the
county $100,000 or more.

Boos and cheers marked the

adoption of the repeal ordinance,
